same  time  there  are  a number  of  organizations , Including  possibly 
F&r  P : ,• , which  are  of  a very  broad  character,  and  often  It  is  ad- 
visable for  some  people  to  remain  in  the  bacV:coou..d,  not  underground. 
I assume  this  is  pretty  much  of  an  academirf  question  now,  and  we 
can  discuss  it  later.
